The question, then, before us is simply 
this: Are members ot the Huiiyo (jf Asuem- 
bly, after a;:coptiii^' Guverrnncnt appoint- 
ments in Britii-h Columbia, to hold their 
seats in th« House withdut a;;ain goin;; to 
their constituents, aocunliiin to the invuriable 
practice in the .Mother Cuunlry I Thi.s que.s- 
tion seems so important as a constitutiomil 
inquiry, that we cannot but go some lenj^ili 
into the matter. It will bo admitted^ even by 
the Government, that if a ra«mber accepts 
aa appointment on ttis Island^ he must re- 
sign his seat. To say, then, that resignation 
is unnecessary, because the situation is in 
British Columbia — under the saiae national 
government, under !hu same g-ovenior and 
almost the same E.vecutivo — >eenis to be a 
miserable quibble, bad urul.'r any uiicuiu- 
Blances, and when applied for :lie purpuse 
of frittering away the independoiict! and ] 
coiistilutiot) of uur parliani.'nt, is a ina>l j 
dan{;er')Us innovation, fraught with sedous 
corsequetices. 

It is of the more importanco because, un- 
fortunately, this is not an isolated traasac- 
tiun, at least in its rop.in features. Most uf 
our readers remembei a petition against the 
return of a certain mamber for Viuioria. 
The gentleman who is now Treasurer woe 
chairman of the oommittee who heard the 
petition, and scarcely afTecied during; the 
trial to conceal his bias in favor of the Gov- 
ernment candidate. Then, as in the pro^rnt 
case, his appointment was ^.'ner.illy nunurt'd 
at the lime of the trial; and In- was actually 
gazetted a few days afterwards, 'J'hen, a^ 
now, the in.iniry was nauir.dly lu.uiii as lo 
the tnilh uf ilio ap[Hiiiilin.Mit : brcause if 
true the cb.iirrnaii had no rif;httos,t; an<i 
then, as now, the same "oHicial reserve" 
caused him to reply thai he haij nolrtciived 
it. In either ease, aa the party mu«t have 
known thnt he muli-rueun it, if indeed he 
did not know more, XM answer seems to fall 
little short of an equivoeation. 

The learned member for Vieto/ia furnisbos 
us with another instance. He was electeil 
for his seat while Attorney-General for 
British Colombia; then appointed to the

dience? Few Ministers could resist the 
temptation,. ovou if public opinion jniifht be 
disdained. Vfe fear the virtue of the Gov- 
ernmont'has'by no means been prouP ngainst 
it in. this Colony.. Consequently every good 
citizen shuid' watch ft with the utmost jeal- 
ousy, or the Assembly already weak^ — we 
think chiefly from this cause— will bo re- 
duced to a mere cipher in the. Le^ishilure, 
and leaVe us in a worse posili .n than if- we 
had no Lc^islativa Assembly at all. 

The idea of e;ovorning a British' province 
throuyli an elfute and subservient parliament 
reduced to a mere instriirneiil for carrying 
out the wishes of the Executive, is not novel 
to any one who has studied the history of 
England. It occupied the milid of a more 
wily and unscrupulous politician, and at the 
Slime time a far abler roau than any oflicial 
likely to be met with in a remote Colony. It 
was the favorite scheme of Thomas Went- 
worth, Earl of .SiralFord, who actually at- 
tained this object in Ireland when lioni- 
Licutenant of that King-dom; and wdio,-» 
Blfurts, as Prime .Minister vi' Cliarles I, to 
apply the satno system to Hnglaud, were a 
main cause of the civil wars that followed 
be'.ween the king and the L.n;^ r.nliainoni. 

Of course, wo do not mean to draw any- 
thing blirt a complete parallel between that 
eelehrated nobleman and our goxernmeni, 
either in criiiiiiiul intonlion, or still less, in 
ability to. oorry out a dangerous design. 
But human nature in all ages is the same. 
The possession of power is at nil times 
likely to be followed by its abuse ; and no 
power ean be more likely to lead to this 
result than thai I'Hovided by a -;overnmiMit 
strong hi nn excessive staff of nllicials whose 
salaries rnnst necessarily lax severely the 
inhabitants; antl stronger, though of course 
not permanently, through a weak and BBb- 
missive legislature.
